THE TIMBER TRADE BETWHEN 
BORNEO AND CHINA, 4 


se 


The North Borneo Herdld says:—~Tho timber 
trade betwoon British North Borneo and China 
has alrondy become a solid and inoronning 
businoas, and now we aré told that the Railways 
require wooden sloapers and bridges of a timber 
that will rosist white ants 4s well asthe woar 
and tear of n Railway Hino. Thy woods of Brit- 
ish North Bornao, especially Dilliun, sre for. 

~ tunately able to comply with theso requiremants. 
Aa rogards these requirements there ‘is probably 
no timber in the world, obtuinnble in quantity, 
that can equal Billian, Tho evidence given on 
this ‘subjeot in a paver read by Mr. Ransome, ef 
tho emment Timber brokering firm of that 
name, boforo tho Society of Arts. in February, 
1887, waa very conclusive ax to the qualities of 
thia wood. Mr. Ransoma states that it is in- 
Valuable for sleepers, beams, piles, and indeed for 
any desoription of heavy conatraotion on ‘land or 
wator. An idea may bo obtained of the quantit: 
of this timber availablo. for export from Baitish 
North Borneo whan wo ginte that the whole of 
the country ‘betweon Darvel Bay ond the’ La. 
buk river bas beon proved to contuin this valu 
able wool, This area probably exconls 5,400 
square miles, and in.addition wo know thot bil- 
lian oan bo obtained in Marudu, Bay, and on tho 
Weat ‘Const. During this year eight sailing 
_ vessels have alrealy left Sandakan Bay with tim- 
bor for Hongkong, Tiontsin, and Shanghai; th 
vessels being chartered for the purpose by the 
firms who have since 1885 practically monopolised 
the timhor trade.of British North Borneo. ‘Chi 

monopoly is, however, no longer te remain’ an 
contested as we understand that a London Con- 


pany havo already invested £17,010 in a Saw 
Mill which they oxpuet to have at work in Gan- 
‘dskan Bay: before the ond of this yoar, and a se- 
cond Chinese firm hay applied, for ‘timber lands. 
Fortuantoly there ig room for all those ‘and 
more. , Referring ones again to Mr. Ransome's 
report on our woods we find that reference was 
made to Miraboo, Grooting, Russok and Serayah, 
. 33 possessing qualities which renders them suit- 
able for tha Mnglish Markets, an. opinion: that 
has been endored by more than one of the ex 
perienced captains who have shipped timber for 
the China and Australian ports. Wo have bs- 
fore called attention to the point, but wo may do 
no again for the benofit of those of our ronders 
who aro not wall acquainted with our torritory, 
aud that’ is, that althorgh our woods possess 
_ names not familiar tothe uninitiated those woods 
have boon imown and have been need for more 
than o hundred years. Tho. woods from the 
Straits Settlements and from the Philippine 
Telnnds are similar to ours and the China market 
has long drawn its supplies from those -placos. 
In fast the supply inthe Straits is pretty woll 
orhaustod thoreby, and oven if this wore not 40 
& glance at the Map will shovw that it would bo 
a diffionlt matter to competo with British Noxth 
Borneo from its proximity to China, ond from 
the fact of ity possessing such a tine harbour ns 
Sondokan where ships.can enter at all times and 
where-the-numerona rivors.which-flow-iuto- the 
_ Bay offor such exceptional facilities floating 
down tho almost inexhaustible supply of Timbor 
with which the surrounding country ia clothed 
Under these cirourastanoys there iy every reason 
‘to hopo thht a rapid dovolopment of the timber 
‘trdde will follow thé introduction of Railways 
into China, .

Yot there the pilots, who ‘guide the steamers 
across the two mile wide Taku Bar, live, and have 
mando & very ship shopo-little colony for them- 
eelves, Their houses have mostly mnd walls and 
tad roofs like those of the neighbouring Chinese 
villages, but how clean and tidy mud walls can 
look when freably whitewashed, poople must 
to Pilot Town to eee, as aleo whet | wonderful 
jeuntiness cin be. given by a judicious: mixtare 
of coal tar and white paint on gate posta. Like 
sroguiar good old fashioned English country

villagé round its green, Pilot Town is built round | hed alroad: 


ita lawn tennis ground. They have two courts 
and thereare. satually ‘benches, that seem tobelong

, ander their softening influence. ‘They bai their

It is in 
short-juat the tidy trim gort of colony one can 
imagine a nombor of muster mariners cresting: 
for themeslyes, whero singulerly unassisted by 
nature. Yot somehow or other these meu, 
who of all others ought: spocially to sata value 
on the pilot's vocation, hava provided then- 
selves with no “sky pilot” of ‘any sort what- 
soever. Neither Churoh’nor Chapol bave the 
and only very orcasioually doos a missionary a1 
rivo and give thom aservice, For three months 
in tho winter, whon the river and-tha ses are 
frozan over, and northward bound ships stop and 
discharge cargo at, Chefoo, Pilot Town is shut 
off from, the rest of ihe world. ‘Then, the pilot’s 
ovoupation gone, they ride, and sleigh, and dance, 
—and according to their own showing. enjoy 
thomselros mightily. Thoy have no Mayor, nor 
Municipal Comnail, nor ‘apparently any cousti- 
tuted anthority in matters civic any more then 
in matters spiritual. ‘Thoy have, howevor, a now 

hotet-atarted-by-an-enterprising-iohabitant,and. 
of which evory membar of Pilot Town is natar. 
ally prond, What visitors at the Taku Hotel 
tind fo do, whan thoy are not asleep, rumour 
sayeth “not. “But thy air is doubtlosa good, and 
the hotel. looked home-like. 

There is, owaver, one walk from Pilot Town, 
which might with advantage be often taken. 
Firat along the road, whioh they hava made, and 

.raisat-—every axpedition from Pilot Town must 
bagin along tke road—across the mud flats to the 
ton of Taku, then turning to tho loft up to the 
South Fort, which tho Hoglish took from the 
rour, 80 nngallantly, os thought. the Chinese, who 
had only prepared for an honourable fos, who 
would sound a gong or trumpet, for a noto of 
warning. and come on from the front. Do not 
attempt to penetrate that fort, for itis not allow- 
ed without a leiter, and you can goo probably sll 
you psso to 00 by looking in at the gate: Sol- 
diora in costumes and attitudes qnite unsol- 
dierly, ned pile, effeminate looking, sad faced 
young officersin long blue and mauvo gowns. 
Bat thore under the shadow of the Fort is spot 
Boglishmon would do well to visit oftener. For 
thoro, with surrounding wall broken down, and 
pate wide open, is thé last resting place of all 
that was mortal of those that fell in North China 
in’60-61 and ‘62. The Memorial Stones hava beoo 
toru down by someane’s hands, the bricks, with 
which, the_grot faced, removed by some- 
onc. But there one etill reads how one tomb- 
atone was put up by a friend, how this isto the 
mamory of the men of the Royal Artillery, that 
of thoye of the Royal Enginesrs. 

‘A very simple woodan tablet put np to the 
momory of six seamen and two stokers of H.M.S. 
Wearel, not being as handy for building 
materials, has escaped the ravages of rude hands. 
There it stands, still upright, its simple in; 
scription plainly legible, looking as if the ship's 
carpanter might have lovingly carved it out of 
some -preciotis—pieos-of Singapora__wood_in 
momory of his fellow messmatas. For whilst 
granite and stone are all dilapidated round, this 
one wooden monument shows no signs of age, 
Capt. Malachi Nugent of the 67th is tho name 
upon -one tablet, Private Murpby on’ another.
